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Popular city shop 
setts open again

ONE of Ely’s most historic and 
popular buildings is set to be re¬ 
opened to the public. 

The Weekly News can reveal that 
Ely Cathedral’s Steeplegate building, 
on the High Street, could re-open its 
doors early next year. 

Thousands of residents and tourists used 
to pass through the building’s doors when it 
was run by local wood-turner John Ambrose. 

Preserving all its character, Mr Ambrose 
carefully transformed the building into a 
popular gift shop and tea room. 

But the future of the prime site, which was 
once also a chemist’s, was thrown into jeop¬ 
ardy last autumn when he retired and the 
Steeplegate doors were closed. 

Ely Cathedral has since taken over the 
building, but with bosses reluctant to 
comment on the closure, residents and 
community leaders have been left in the 
dark about its future for more than a year. 

But the Weekly News can reveal that 
Cheffins, the estate agents negotiating the 
lease on the building, has confirmed that 
businesses are interested in the site. 

Edwin Lee, who works in the Ely branch, 
said: “There are three or four parties that 
currently have an interest in Ely’s Steep¬ 
legate. Our job is to now assess all of their 
strengths and weaknesses and see which 
one best suits the building.

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Desperate fight to clear 
weed menace from river 


ENVIRONMENT experts are step¬ 
ping up their battle to beat a sin¬ 
ister weed choking Cambridge¬ 
shire's rivers. 

The plant, called floating pennywort, 
hails from North America and was first det¬ 
ected in the River Cam and Great Ouse 
three years ago. 

Its virulent growth - it can add 20cm, 
nearly eight inches, in a single day - has 
seen it swell and almost block some of the 
region’s waterways. The Environment 
Agency has already spent £50,000 this year 
on measures to tackle the menace. 

A spokesman said: “Floating pennywort 
grows in huge, dense mattresses that can 
make water look like land and it has kidney

shaped, serrated leaves with long stems. 

“This weed chokes waterways, making it 
difficult for boats to navigate and increases 
the risk of flooding by slowing down water 
flow. In large quantities it also poses a threat 
to fish and other aquatic life by starving the 
water of light, oxygen and nutrients. 

“Our teams have been tackling the 
problem in a number of ways, including 
using weed-cutting boats with special lifting 
mechanisms, weed harvesters, and herb¬ 
icide to try to eradicate this species.” 

Darren Trumper, team leader for the 
agency, added: “Three years ago it was 


almost non-existent in our rivers. This year 
we have had to clear over 60 km - 37 miles - 
of river to remove this menace.” 

The agency said the plant was posing a 
hazard to boat users, as well as a threat to 
the rivers’ eco-systems, including fish. 

It is not the only threat to local water¬ 
ways. 

Terry Clough, environmental monitoring 
team leader for the agency, said: “We have a 
number of invasive species along our rivers, 
such as mitten crab, signal crayfish and 
Japanese knotweed, but of all these I see 
floating pennywort as public enemy 
number one.” 

He said it was likely that due to the weed’s 
rapid growth, efforts to eradicate it would 
have to continue “for some time”. 
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Caution 
for man 
after bank 
bust-up 

EMPLOYEES at a 
building society 
branch in Ely were 
left “shaken” after a 
man started abusing 
staff and throwing 
objects inside. 

Police were called 
to Nationwide, in 
the city’s Market 
Place, after a man 
became abusive to¬ 
wards staff and 
threw things at 
them. 

The man, who 
police cannot name, 
was cautioned for 
the incident, which 
happened at around 
2.30pm last Wed¬ 
nesday. 

A member of staff, 
who did not want to 
be named, said: 
“The guy entered 
the building and 
was fine at first. 

“But then he 
started to become 
angry and was gett¬ 
ing mad with staff. 

“There was def¬ 
initely something 
wrong with him, but 
it was hard to tell 
what. 

“He really lost his 
temper and threw a 
display holder at us. 

“He was really 
abusive and caused 
quite a lot of dam¬ 
age. 

“It was quite scary 
and left a few of us 
quite shaken, as we 
never really get 
people like that here 
in Ely.” 

Officers arrived at 
the scene, removed 
the man from the 
store and cautioned 
him for his actions. 

A police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Be¬ 
cause the man was 
cautioned, he can¬ 
not be named. 

“However, police 
were called there 
after he became 
abusive to staff and 
started throwing 
items around.”

Axe looms 
over special 
needs site 


A SPECIAL educational needs centre 
near Ely could be forced to close. 

The Green Box facility, based at 
Witchford Village College, could be 
moved out of the area to provide an 
“enhanced service elsewhere”. 

Cambridgeshire County Council is 
currently consulting on the idea of 
relocating the centre. 

Green Box caters for students who 
are, for medical reasons, unable to 
access learning at a mainstream school. 
Students either attend the centre at the 
college or receive tuition from home. 

A council spokesman said: “No 
decision has yet been made on whether 
to discontinue the Green Box provision. 
We are still consulting with all 
interested parties. 

“However, if the East Cambridgeshire 
Attendance and Behaviour Partnership 
concludes that the current provision 
cannot continue, an enhanced service 
will be provided elsewhere. 

“Home tuition will continue - and 
across a greater range of subjects than 
is currently offered - together with 
provision in other parts of the county, 
targeted to where it is most needed.” 

Witchford Village College was unable 
to comment. 

The news comes just a week after the 
Weekly News revealed the council’s 
plans to sell Ely’s Croylands building 
and merge it with the Larkfield Centre, 
to cater for people with learning 
difficulties and mental illnesses, have 
ground to a halt. 


POLICE officers in Ely will 
soon be wearing head- 
mounted cameras while 
walking the streets on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday nights. 

Cambridgeshire police say the 
“headcams” will give officers the 
ability to get extra, good quality 
evidence. 

Extra police patrols in the run 
up to the festive season will also

use the cameras, which were 
trialled last December in a bid to 
tackle alcohol-fuelled crime. 

The cameras will also be dep¬ 
loyed in Cambridge, Histon and 
Sawston and will eventually be 
used by PCSOs and Special Con¬ 
stables. 

They will be used in a range of 
situations including crime 
scenes, as well as public order or 
domestic violence incidents, to 
provide evidence which can be 
used in court. 

Officers in Cambridge took the 
cameras out on patrol for the 
first time last weekend to scan 
incidents of anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Police say they are particularly 
useful in cases of domestic 
violence, where victims may be 
reluctant to give statements. 

The cameras will record extra, 
“good quality evidence”. 


Cambridgeshire police say the 
cameras, when used by other 
forces, have led to an increase in 
the number of offenders being 
charged and successfully pros¬ 
ecuted. 

Insp Ian Lyons said: “This was 
trialled in the division quite 
some time ago and we are now 
in a position where training has 
been rolled out to reactive 
officers, neighbourhood officers, 
PCSOs and soon to be trained 
are special constables. 

"It is hoped that as well as 
gaining good quality evidence, it 
will help keep the public and 
officers safe if offenders know 
they could be captured on film. 

“The cameras will also form 
part of our additional nighttime 
economy patrols which always 
take place in the lead up to the 
Christmas festivities.” 

Officers in Peterborough have 
been using the headcams for 
almost two years and officers in 
Fenland and Huntingdonshire 
began using them last year.

“Obviously it is con¬ 
fidential, so we cannot 
say who these parties 
are at this stage, but we 
would hope to see the 
building occupied by 
early next year.” 

One organisation 
which has been con¬ 
cerned about Steeple- 
gate’s future is the Ely 
Traders’ Association. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
the group’s chairman, 
said a new lease of life 
for the building would 
be “fantastic”. She said: 


“Steeplegate is such a 
brilliant building in a 
prime location, not to 
mention the incredible 
history it is steeped 
with. 

“It should never have 
been left to crumble 
over all these months, 
but we are pleased to 
hear it could soon be 
open to the public. 

“It has been clear in 
group meetings that 
people are concerned 
about the future of 
Steeplegate and I am 
sure there will be lots of 


people out there just 
waiting to hear this 
news.” 

Philip Eden, leader of 
the Ely Perspective 
Group, added: “Steeple¬ 
gate is one of the city’s 
most popular and sig¬ 
nificant buildings, so to 
see it brought back to 
life would be great.” 

The mayor of Ely, Cllr 
Richard Hobbs, was 
particularly pleased to 
hear the news. He said: 
“I can remember the 
Steeplegate building 
right back to when I was 



a child. 

“It was Mr Ambrose 
who brought it to life 
and made it as popular 
as it is today and I know 


people are concerned 
about its future. 

“I am so pleased to 
hear that there are 
people looking to take it 
over as it really is such 
an important building." 

Lesley-Ann Thomp¬ 
son, a spokeswoman for 
Ely Cathedral, confirm¬ 
ed the building could 
soon be home to a new 
business. 

She said: “We hope to 
see a business in there 
and it is just a case of 
finding the right one 
now.”

Diocese looks to future as 
celebrations near an end 


T he year 1109 
was certainly an 
eventful one. 
The Crusaders 
captured Tripoli and 
Beirut, the Poles 
defeated the Holy 
Roman Empire in the 
Battle of Hundsfeld - 
and then again in the 
Battle of Glogow. 

But 1109, as distant as it 
sounds, also saw the 
beginning of what was to 
become one of 
Cambridgeshire’s most 
treasured assets - the 
Diocese of Ely. 

This year, the diocese, 
which is one of 44 in the 
Church of England, has 
been celebrating its 900th 
anniversary 
With everything from 
conferences to concerts 
and pilgrimages to parties, 
the celebrations have seen 
the whole community, 
both religious and non¬ 
religious, coming together. 

Ely Cathedral, which has 
been at the centre of the 
celebrations, will today 
welcome Her Majesty the 
Queen and the Duke of 
Edinburgh to mark the 
milestone. 

The Diocese of Ely 
covers the county of 
Cambridgeshire, together 
with the western quarter of 
Norfolk and a few parishes 
in Peterborough, Essex 
and Bedfordshire. 

Made up of some 300 
parishes, die diocese is

under the pastoral and 
administrative care of the 
diocesan bishop, the 
Bishop of Ely, Dr Anthony 
Russell - who is retiring 
next February. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News this week, the bishop 
said this year’s celebrations 
have been a “huge 
success”. 

He said: “This year has 
been a splendid one in 
which we have been 
focusing on our future 
missionary endeavour as 
well as our rich heritage 
from the past. 

“During 2009, each 
parish has drawn up its 
own missionary action 
plan outlining priorities for 
the future. 

“Ely 900 has generated 
creative, but also sound, 
plans as we approach 
another century in the life 
of this historic diocese. 

“I think it bodes very 
well for the future of the 
church in our region.” 

But where did it all start 
and how is the diocese still 
going so strong?. 

St Etheldreda, many say, 
is where the diocese 
foundations were first laid. 

Elywaspartofthe 
patrimony of Etheldreda 
and as a result, St 
Etheldreda Church was 
founded in the city in 673.

After her death in 679, 
she was buried outside the 
church - her remains were 
later reburied inside. 

It was then that King 
Edgar returned to the area 
to English rule and Ely, 
which had been destroyed 
by the Danes, was 
restored, including 
Etheldreda’s shrine. 

Ely was richly endowed 
by King Edgar and, 
subsequently, by the 
bequests of Beorhtnoth, 
an Anglo - Saxon, then 
killed fighting the Danes at 
the Battle of Maldon in 
991, only a fragment of 
which survives. 

After the Norman 
conquest, Abbot Simeon 
began to rebuild the Abbey 
church and it is this work 
that forms the transepts 
and nave of the current 
cathedral. 

At around the same 
time, the county of 
Cambridgeshire, which 
had been part of the large 
East Midland diocese, was 
separated to form a new 
Diocese of Ely. 

By this time, the Bishop 
of Ely was now the abbot 
of the monastery at Ely, as 
well as the bishop of the 
diocese, which continued 
alongside the spiritual 
jurisdiction of fire bishop 
in the diocese until its final 
abolition in the 19th 
century. 

At the reformation, the 
abbey was dissolved and a 
new college was 
introduced: the Dean and 
Chapter. 

The church was saved 
from destruction because 
it was a cathedral and 
many of the monastic 
buildings did also, but the 
boundary of the diocese 
remained unaffected. 

It was during the 
Cromwellian period that 
bishops and dioceses were 
abolished when the

Church of England 
became Presbyterian. 

But with the restoration 
of Charles II, episcopacy 
was restored. 

By the 1830s, reform was 
in the air and the church, 
like the state, was the 
subject of much renewal. 

There was then a 
rearrangement of English 
dioceses boundaries and 
the diocese of Ely was 
greatly enlarged with the 
addition of Bedfordshire, 
Huntingdonshire and half 
of Suffolk. 

Through the second half 
of the 19th century, the 
diocesan map was 
progressively revised, but 
the boundaries of Ely 
remained unchanged, 
until the creation of a 
diocese for Suffolk in 1914. 

West Suffolk became 
part of this diocese and 
Bedfordshire was annexed 
to St Albans. 

At the same time, the 
diocese of Norwich was 
relieved of its westernmost 
section, which became 
part of the diocese of Ely. 

And it was with this 
almighty change that the 
diocese became how it is 
today. 


According to Canon 
Alan Hargrave, Canon 
Missioner at Ely Cathedral, 
that brief history of how 
the diocese came about is 
just “amazing”. 

He added: “The diocese 
has been serving such a 
huge geographical area 
and today it exists to serve 
a host of new 
communities and 
opportunities including 
the high tech, 
pharmaceutical and other 
key industries. 

“It has effortlessly 
managed to adapt and 
evolve in these exciting 
times and to reach out to 
an ever-growing 
population. 

“The cathedral here in 
Ely sits as the central focus 
of the diocese. Over the 
years, it has returned to its 
original vision as a central 
focus within the 
community, welcoming 
people from all walks of 
life and faith 365 days a 
year. The cathedral stands 
out amongst the Fens as 
one of the most iconic 
buildings in Europe and 
provides a majestic venue 
for the diocese 
celebrations.” 


The Ely 900 celebrations 
will draw to a close on 
Saturday. 

The Archbishop of York, Dr 
John Sentamu, will lead a 
special service at the 
cathedral which looks at 
both the history of the 
diocese and its future. 
Dubbed the ‘Moving on in 
Mission’ event and starting 
at 1.30pm, the public are 
invited to attend. 

There will be everything 
from children’s workshop 
zones, a time travellers’ 
zones, prayer areas and 
music workshops, not 
forgetting services from 
the archbishop and others. 



Deloitte. 
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Race night to help 
victim of stabbing 


A CHARITY supper has raised 
more than £1,000 for 21 -year- 
old stabbing victim Oliver 
Hemsley. 

The Rotary Club of Ely 
decided to organise a fish and 
chip supper and race night for 
him last month. 

With scores of people turning 
out in support of the young 
Sutton man, a total of £1,400 
was raised. 

Fashion student Oliver was 
left crippled when 15-year-old 
Nazrul Islam plunged a knife in 
the former Cambridge sixth- 
former’s spine. 

Oliver had just been accepted 
for a design course at the 
prestigious St Martin’s School of 
Art when he was attacked as he 
walked along the road in 
Shoreditch, east London. 

He nearly died after being 
stabbed from behind through the 
heart and lungs and was 
paralysed after the knife sliced 
through his backbone. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, Islam was jailed for 10 


years after the incident on 
August 28, 2008. 

He appealed to have his jail 
sentence reduced, but it was 
affirmed last month that he 
would spend the full 10 years 
behind bars. 

Lord Justice Moses told 
London’s Appeal Court that he 
had effectively “destroyed” 
Oliver’s life. 

More than a year after the 
horrific attack, Mr Hemsley has 
negligible movement from the 
neck down, and cannot sit up or 
walk. 

Gillian Brady, a spokeswoman 
for the rotary club, said: “Some 
of Oliver’s family came to 
represent him on the night, 
including his father. 

“This family are still trying to 
come to terms with the event 
that has changed all of their 
lives forever. 

“We were delighted then to 
raise £1,400 on the night and 
would like to thank all the people 
who supported this event.”

Wild weather fells 
popular landmark

ONE of Ely's most beaut- 
iful trees is to be chop¬ 
ped down after falling 
victim to wild storms. 

The strong gales over the 
weekend proved too much for 
the massive willow tree on 
Waterside. 

Shocked residents woke on 
Saturday morning to find the 
ancient tree, near Peacocks 
tearoom, had completely 
snapped in half. 

Tree officers from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council were called out to 
inspect the damage that day 
and the area was cordoned off 
for safety reasons. 

Now the whole tree is to be 
felled after officers decided it 
posed a danger to the public. 

Rachel Lemkov, owner of 
award-winning Peacocks 
tearoom, said: “We were gob¬ 
smacked when we looked out 
and saw the damage. 

“The tree had literally split 
in half right down to the 
ground. 

“It is a great shame, but 
these things happen. It is nat¬ 
ure. 

“If it is a danger to the public 
then obviously the only 
answer is to have it cut down.”

Located near the bridge 
leading into Ely Marina and 
just yards from The Makings, 
the tree is a well-known 
landmark. 

With dozens of waterfowl 
resting under the willow’s 
branches, people are often 
seen feeding the birds there 
and relaxing on the benches 
nearby. 

Luckily, the tree snapped at 
around 3am and fell towards 
the slipway into the river, not 
into the road, a district council 
spokesman said. 


He said: “The tree by Water¬ 
side will have to be felled 
following what happened over 
the weekend. 

“The inside of the trunk was 
completely rotten, hence it 
snapped so easily. 

“The fact it is structurally 
unsound means it is danger¬ 
ous to the public.” 

A Waterside resident, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “It is such a shame and 
everyone is disappointed. 

“That tree is one of the most 
beautiful in Ely and took pride 


of place beside the river’s edge. 

“Just one big gust of wind 
and it is gone.” 

The decision to fell the tree 
comes just weeks after the 
council announced it had 
received an application from 
Ely Cathedral to fell two large 
old horse chestnut trees. 

The trees, near to the Ely 
Porta, have been assessed by 
professionals who say they 
need to be cut down before 
they start to endanger public 
safety. 

■ Heavy rain and strong winds 
saw Ely’s farmers and craft 
market cancelled at the week¬ 
end. 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council was forced to put 
off the popular event as bosses 
said the weather would have 
made putting up and manning 
stalls dangerous. 

Tracey Harding, the coun¬ 
cil's team leader for tourism 
and town centre services, said 
she was “disappointed” with 
the move. 

Mrs Harding said: “Everyone 
is very disappointed that the 
market was cancelled but 
sometimes safety becomes 
paramount. 

“We apologise to all those 
who will be disappointed but 
the market will be back up and 
running from next week.”

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Mourners’ farewell 
to beloved ‘Sammie’

A PROCESSION of yell¬ 
ow flowed into a church 
as hundreds of mourn¬ 
ers paid their last resp¬ 
ects to Ely schoolgirl 
Samantha Clarke. 

People from far and wide 
attended the 18-year-old’s 
funeral last Friday, which 
followed her death last month. 

Her family, friends and 
schoolmates and others who 
knew Samantha gathered 
inside the church and people 
lined the streets of Little 
Downham and Ely to say their 
final goodbyes. 

Many people wore yellow 
following a request from the 
family, as it was the teenager’s 
favourite colour. 

Samantha, of Main Drove, 
Little Downham, died with her 
family at her side in

Addenbrooke’s Hospital on 
October 31. 

The sixth-form student, who 
studied at the City of Ely 
Community College, had 
suffered critical head injuries 
when her red Peugeot 205 was 
in collision with a blue Nissan 
in Ely Road. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the crash happened on 
the morning of October 22 and 
caused a 150m petrol slick on 
the B1141, near Ely. 

Fire crews freed Samantha 
from the car and she was taken 
to hospital in Cambridge, but 
died nine days later as a result 
of her injuries. 

The 62-year-old woman 
driver of the Nissan, who is 
from Little Downham, suffered 
minor injuries. 

Samantha leaves her father, 
Alan Clarke, mother Debbie 
Norgate, stepmother Lindsay 


Clarke, stepfather A1 Norgate, 
and 23-year-old brother Dan¬ 
iel. 

She also leaves two step¬ 
sisters, two half-sisters and a 
half-brother, to whom her 
family said she was “very 
close”. 

Speaking after the funeral, 
stepmother Mrs Clarke said: 
“There were so many people 
there, which was really touch¬ 
ing. 

“There were people from all 
over the country who came 
and that shows how popular 
Sammie was.” 

Paying tribute to Samantha, 
her family described her as a 
“beautiful and vibrant, happy 
person”. 

They added: “It is a tragic 
end to such a wonderful per¬ 
son and she will be missed by 
everyone who knew her. 

“We have such a big part of 


our lives missing in Samantha, 
but when the sun shines, there 
will be an extra ray shining 
down on us.” 

Samantha, a talented rider, 
was led to Ely Crematorium by 
the animals she loved best - 
horses - courtesy of family 
friend, Tommy Farmer. 

One of the hymns that 
mourners sang at the funeral 
was Lord of the Dance. 

Samantha was in her third 
year at college, where she was 
taking a health and social care 
course alongside an AS-level in 
sociology. 

She had hoped to become a 
nurse. 

Police are still appealing for 
witnesses who saw the crash to 
come forward.

“To keep costs down virtually 
everything is made on site, 
including all the bricks. 

“We had no mechanical tools 
whatsoever.

The students paid for the trip 
themselves through various 
fundraising activities but local 
businesses and organisations 
also sponsored the project. 

One of the team members, 
Lucy Fell, was full of praise for 
the project.

A COMMUNITY scheme 
aimed at cracking down on 
speeding motorists is app¬ 
ealing for more volunteers. 

Speedwatch was set up in East 
Cambridgeshire 18 months ago 
as an initiative by the Soham area 
neighbourhood panel. 

Six people currently volunteer 
for the project in a bid to reduce 
the number of drivers ignoring 
speed limits in the area. 

But organisers are now looking 
to increase their numbers so they 
can carry out more speed checks 
in more places. 

Joe Pattison, area co-ordinator 
for the scheme, said it had had a 
huge impact on reducing speed¬ 
ing in the area, with Wicken 
being one of the worst villages 
affected. 

The scheme covers most of the

area’s villages, including Ford- 
ham, Chippenham and Wilb- 
urton. 

Speedwatch involves volunt¬ 
eers placing a digital radar screen 
on the roadside which flashes the 
speed someone is driving at with 
the words “slow down”, if they are 
exceeding the limit. 

When someone is caught 
speeding, volunteers record the 
vehicle’s registration number, 
make and colour. 

The information is passed on 
to the police, who send a letter to 
the driver with a warning. 

Mr Pattison said: “We are look¬ 
ing for people who can spare 
anything from a few hours a week 
to a few hours a month. 


“If we could get around six to 
eight more people joining that 
would dramatically increase the 
number of times we can go out.” 

Reports have suggested that 
some people are put off volunt¬ 
eering for the scheme, fearing 
they may be intimidated by 
speeding motorists. 

But Mr Pattison said: “You do 
not have to do your own village 
as we can alter the rota. 

“It is not a dangerous thing to 
do and is very community spirit¬ 
ed. 

“The more often we are out 
there, the more often people 
respond to us and slow down.”

MP demands news of local spending 


AN MP is demanding 
that Gordon Brown stops 
“dragging his feet” over a 
new law calling for more 
openness on public 
spending. 

MP Malcolm Moss, 
who represents North 
East Cambridgeshire, in¬ 
sists Central Government 
should reveal how much 
of the public’s money is 
actually spent in their 
area. 


The demand comes 
after Labour MPs recently 
voted against a motion 
calling for more open¬ 
ness on public spending 
across the country. 

The Sustainable Com¬ 
munities Act 2007, intro¬ 
duced by the Conser¬ 
vatives, aims to give local 
people the power to 
decide how their cash is 
spent in their area. 

It also requires a 


regular breakdown of 
spending by Central 
Government depart¬ 
ments and quangos - 
something Mr Moss 
claims could “fix Britain’s 
broken politics”. 

Mr Moss said: “It is 
time for the Government 
to show us the money 
and tell my constituents 
how much of their mon¬ 
ey is actually spent in our 
area. 


“Gordon Brown wants 
to stop local people find¬ 
ing out that they get a raw 
deal from his government 
and conceal that his 
unelected quangocrats 
spend almost £4,000 a 
year per household with 
little or no say for local 
people. 

“Local communities 
deserve a far greater say 
on how their money is 
spent.”

Warehouses go 
in housing plan 


RUN-DOWN warehouses in Ely 
are to be demolished to make 
way for new homes. 

Residents and councillors are cele¬ 
brating after plans to knock down 
dilapidated industrial buildings near 
West Fen Road were approved. 

The old woodwork buildings, located 
on land at the back of number 19 on the 
street, are to be bulldozed after being left 
empty for years.

Swans’ return puts 
bird lovers in a flap

A fter flying more 
than 1,000 miles, 
all they probably 
wanted was a quiet life 
with lots of rest. 


But hordes of bird lovers 
flocked to the Welney Wildfowl 
and Wetlands Trust at the 
weekend to celebrate the 
return of thousands of 
migratory swans. 

About 9,000 Whooper and 
Bewick’s swans are thought to 
be feeding at the reserve after 
migrating from Iceland. 

They will spend the winter 
months on the washes before 
making the return trip next 
summer. 


Wardens at the reserve held 
fun-filled events on Saturday 
and Sunday to mark the 
swans’ return. 


Dubbed a Festival of Swans, 
families were able to enjoy arts 
and crafts at the events and 
catch a glimpse of the birds 
out on the water. 


As reported in the Weekly 
News, the trust has also been 
tracking a number of swans as 
they made the trip back to the 
reserve. By tagging a number 
of birds with satellite trackers, 
the ‘Super Whooper’ project 
enabled wardens to follow the 
birds as they made the 
journey. 

The data will also help with 
other migratory projects 
across the world. 



However, the public is being 
asked to look out for one 
Whooper swan in particular - 
Baldur. Wardens say he has 
had an eventful migration - he 
lost his satellite tag, meaning 
wardens do not know where 
he is. 

Leigh Marshall, reserve 
manager, said: “Baldur usually 
winters at Welney, but he will 
be harder to find this year as 
he has managed to lose his 
satellite pack. 

“On searching the site last 


week, the reserve’s Larry 
Griffin found the satellite tag 
minus Baldur, with the front 
loop of the elastic harness 
having been chewed through. 

“It would be lovely to see

Villagers’ distress 
at abandoned dog

RESIDENTS have spoken of their 
shock after a neglected dog was 
found abandoned in their village. 

The RSPCA and officers from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council are 
appealing for information after the pet 
was found tied to railings in Littleport. 

The cocker spaniel, which has been 
named Bliss by those now caring for her, 
was found in a poor, underweight state 
with matted fur. 

She had been tied up to railings at The 
Crescent and was found by a passer-by 
early last Wednesday morning. 

Bliss was collected by the district 
council's dog warden, Veronica Avory, 
and is now being cared for at the Wood 
Green Animal Shelter in Godmanchester. 

The dog was wearing a red webbing 
collar when she was found but there was 
no ID. 

Animal lover Jacqueline Walker, of Ely 
Road, contacted the Weekly News after 
hearing about the “horrendous” incident. 

Mrs Walker, who has three dogs of her 
own, said: “I do not know how anyone 
can do this. 

“Everyone is talking about it and how 
horrendous it is. 

“To leave a dog tied to some railings for 
someone else to pick up just beggar’s 
belief. 

“There are rescue centres all over the 
county so if the owner wanted rid of the 
dog so badly why did they not just take it 
to a shelter?” 

Another resident, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “I saw the dog warden 
arrive to collect the poor thing. It looked 
so sorry for itself. 

“I will never understand the mentality 
of some people.” 

People who may have seen Bliss in the 
area before or have any information are 
now being urged to come forward. 

Mrs Avory said: “Little Bliss has been 
picked up in a very poor state of health. 

“Her fur was terribly matted and she is 
underweight for her size. 


“We are appealing for any information 
regarding this dog from anyone who 
recognises her from being out and about 
in Littleport. 

“She is a lovely little spaniel who is now 
getting the best of care with experts at 


the Wood Green Animal Centre but we 
want to know how she got into this state 
in the first place.”

Commander’s history talk takes off 


93-YEAR-0LD Wing 
Commander Ken 
Wallis - best known 
as the designer of 
the revolutionary 
autogyro which 
featured in the 
James Bond film, 
You Only Live Twice 
- entertained 
residents with a 
return trip to his 
home city. 

The sprightly soul 
came back to Ely 
last Friday to talk at 
a special Fenland 
History event, where 
he spoke about his 
early life and his 
fascination with 
aeroplanes, boats 
and motorbikes, all 


of which began 
when he was a 
schoolboy at The 
King’s School Ely. 

Mr Wallis began 
building motorbikes 
from the age of 11, 
had success with 
building and racing 
powerboats near 
Cambridge, then 
designed and built 
sports cars and 
learnt to fly. 

Following 32 
operations as a 
bomber pilot in the 
Second World War, 
he spent a lot of time 
testing captured 
armament and 
developing 
equivalents. 



He retired from 
the RAF in 1964 to 
concentrate on the 
development of his 
revolutionary 
autogyro design 
following its first 
flight in 1959 and 
even went on to 
double as James 
Bond in You Only 
Live Twice, flying his 
own Little Nellie 
autogyro. 

He has set 34 
world records for the 
autogyro and been 
showered with 
awards and 
accolades - 
including the MBE - 
and other 
distinctions both in 
the UK and abroad. 

Friday’s talk was 
held at the Countess 
of Huntingdon 
Church and was 
attended by more 
than 100 people. 

He has promised 
to return early next 
year to give a 
second talk which 
will cover the rest of 
his career to date.

Chemistry students find 
formula for tasty treats

Small tips to get the 
best from veg patch 


B aby veg have 
long been a 
favourite at the 
dinner table, but you 
can pay a lot for the 
pre-packed mini¬ 
carrots, courgettes 
and leeks in die 
supermarkets, which 
are often pretty 
tasteless. 

It’s worth trying to grow 
your own, but do you have 
to choose baby varieties or 
can you just pick the 
standard veg early? 

Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, trialled a 
number of veg to find out 
whether seed ranges of 
baby veg were any better 
than ordinary varieties 
grown close together or 
picked early. 

The test site planted 
blocks of up to five 
varieties each of 
cauliflowers, courgettes, 
leeks, sweetcorn and 
carrots recommended for 
growing as baby veg. 

They also grew a 
standard variety at both 
normal and closer spacing, 
and picked them at the 
normal and smaller size for 
comparison. 

Sowing leeks in April, 
they had decent baby leeks 
by fire beginning of August 
and found the best variety 
was ‘Electra’, which 
produced a whopping 123 
plants per square metre for 
a 2.6kg harvest. The 
standard variety, ‘Carlton’, 
grown at closer spacing,

produced 100 leeks and 
worked as a baby veg. 
When picked at a normal 
size it yielded 33 leeks per 
square metre, weighing 
4.1kg. 

Baby carrots are simply 
those which are harvested 
early, although a number 
of varieties including 
‘Parmex’, ‘Ideal’ and ‘Mini 
Finger’ are often 
recommended for growing 
as mini-veg. 

Researchers sowed five 
varieties of these into the 
ground in rows spaced 
15cm apart and thinned 
the seedlings to around 
lcm-1.5cm apart. They 
also grew the conventional 
type ‘Early Nantes’ in the 
same way. 

Harvesting began after 
10 weeks and ‘Mini Finger’ 
proved the best baby 
variety, while ‘Amsterdam 
Force’ gave the lowest 
yield. However, the best 
results came from the 
standard ‘Early Nantes’ 
when grown in the same 
way as the baby veg and 
picked as a baby carrot. 

Carrots can be difficult 
to establish early on in the 
season. The soil needs to 
be at least 7C degrees in 
the early morning and 
moist. Later crops should 
be covered with fleece to 


stop carrot fly attacking the 
roots. 

With courgettes, the best 
baby veg variety was 
‘Supremo’, but you have to 
pick them frequently to 
stop them becoming too 
large. Simply harvest them 
smaller than normal, 
planting one plant per 
metre. 

If you want only one or 
two courgette plants, buy 
them from a garden centre. 
If you can’t find a baby 
variety, just pick any 
variety that will produce 
mini-courgettes if taken 
regularly when they reach 
8-10cm. 

The least successful 
baby veg was undoubtedly 
sweetcorn, as each plant 
produced only a couple of 
cobs. Grow the bigger 
varieties, which will give 
you heavier cobs and will 
be a much better use of 
space. 

Cauliflowers, however, 
fared better-those 
recommended for growing 
as baby veg are perfect for 
families who simply can’t 
get through a cauliflower in 
one meal. 

‘Avalanche’ and ’Candid 
Charm’ are ideal if you 
don’t want your 
cauliflowers too big. Sow 
them straight into the soil 
or start in modules and 
transplant carefully as they 
don’t like root disturbance. 
Water them in dry spells 
and give equal spacing 
between plants. The two 
smaller varieties produced 
more to eat than the 
standard ‘Sydney’.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Sorbus (Rowan) 

Commonly known as 
mountain ash or 
whitebeam, this wonderful 
tree provides all-year 
interest, producing large 
heads of pink-flushed 
flowers in late spring which 
then develop into beautiful 
red or white fruits in 
autumn. 

Birds don’t like the white 
berries of S cashmiriana, 
the Kashmir, so they are 
left hanging, adding 
interest when much else 
has faded and long after 
the leaves have fallen. 

If you want a columnar 
specimen, S aucuparia 
‘Fastigiata’ may fit the bill, 
reaching a height of 6m 
and producing clusters of 
ripe red berries. 

The trees prefer cool, 
moist situations as they 
become prone to fireblight 
when under stress due to 
drought conditions.

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME

1 Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
Q unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners.

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Electric cars dilemma 


A WHOLESALE switch to electric 
cars may not necessarily reduce 
C02 emissions or dependence 
on oil, a recent report prepared 
for the Environmental Transport 
Association (ETA) concluded. 

It was unlikely that electric vehicles 
would number more than 25 per cent 
of new sales by 2050, the report 
added. 

There were significant potential 
environmental benefits to be had 
from a switch to electric vehicles, the 
report said. 

But it added that these benefits 
were wholly dependent on changes 
in the way electricity was generated, 
energy was taxed and C02 emissions 
regulated. 

The report said that under the 
current EU emissions trading system, 
sales of electric cars were likely to 
result in higher overall C02 
emissions and oil consumption. 

ETA director Andrew Davis said: 
“While the report is not intended to 
dampen enthusiasm for electric 
vehicles, their introduction should 
not be viewed as a panacea. 
Significant changes to the way we 
produce and tax power are needed 
before we will reap any benefits.” 

The report said: 

■ Electric cars powered by wind or 
solar energy are obviously superior, 
but if the electricity comes from coal, 
hybrids such as the Toyota Prius 
perform better; 

■ There is potential for improvement 
in performance and reduction of 


costs in the medium term, but not 
enough to suggest electric cars could 
compete head-on with conventional 
vehicles within the next two decades; 

■ Low running costs of electric 
vehicles would lead to extra demand 
for car transport and make necessary 
the taxation of electricity. On-board 
metering of electricity use would be a 
key requirement; 

■ Even if the National Grid has the 
capacity and the basic infrastructure 
to meet the needs of electric cars, the 
new demand patterns they will create 
may mean greater use of coal and 
nuclear power. 

From the European lobby group 
Transport & Environment, the report 
recommended that C02 emission 
standards for cars should be 
considerably tightened and fuel taxes 
increased. 

It said that a lack of stringent C02 
standards removed the main 
incentive for the motor industry to 
invest in electric vehicles. 

The report also recommended the 
quantity and quality of electricity 
used in cars had to be measured and 
existing loopholes in the emissions 
trading scheme needed to be closed. 

A Department for Transport 
spokesperson said: “Electric and 
other ultra-low emission cars offer 
the potential to dramatically reduce 
the carbon emissions from road 
transport over the long term. But 
they are not the only way to reduce 
car C02 emissions. 

“Better driving, along with 
increased fuel efficiency of

conventional vehicles and use of 
biofuels, means that C02 emissions 
from new and existing petrol and 
diesel cars can be reduced. All these 
measures are needed to help reduce 
green house gas emissions from road 
transport. 

“Electric cars powered from today’s 
UK generating grid would save up to 
40 per cent of the C02 emissions of a 
conventional petrol car over its full 
life cycle. This saving will improve as 
the grid moves to using more low 
carbon power sources. 

“Right now, the grid could support 
a relatively high number of Electric 
Vehicles (EVs). It could support even 
more if the increased demand for 
electricity is properly managed, using 
smart meters and dynamic tariffs. In 
fact, EVs can provide a way to 
capture and store electricity at night 
from renewable sources like wind 
power.”

LEADING UK trade price 
valuations outfit Glass’s 
has been looking at 
future resale prospects 
for the BMW XI, the 
firm’s recently-launched 
compact sports utility 
vehicle (SUV). 

The XI is positioned 
as an economical 
alternative to the 
market’s current SUV 
offerings, says Glass’s, 
and should prove highly 
popular. 

“On the used-car 
market, the new model 


should perform equally 
well, thanks to low 
running costs, good 
packaging and BMW- 
badge appeal,” says 
Jason King, head of 
market intelligence at 
Glass’s. 

“Anyone socially un¬ 
comfortable with driving 
an SUV will be more 
than happy with an XI.” 

The new BMW is 
essentially a crossover, 
and driving dynamics 
mirror those of the 
firm’s 1-Series. “But the
